fect of strengthening the government by 
stimulating industrial activity, provided 
the government could have hastened 
through with its refinancing: scheme. The' 
decision of the League of -Katious council 
in the Upper Silesian controversy is given 
as the immediate cause of Wirth's resigna- 
tion. but the real cause doubtless is the 
deplorable financial situation. 


The cause of the decline is inflation of 


the currency. Having but*scaut quantities 
of coin 'and bullion, the German govern- 
ment keeps OH running its printing press- 
es. Each new issue of paper money de- 
preciates the value of all the currency out- 
standing. As the curreucy is unsecured 
by gold or silver, it, is merely "a promise 
to pay. •' and the ability of the government 
to abide by this promise is lessened with 
increased inflation. Americans, many of 
them speculators, are said to own $500.- 
000.000 of German marks. They have a 
particular concern as to the probable fu- 
ture value of this currency. ' 
y Bankers are wondering how Germany 
will extricate itself from the monetary di- 
lemma. There are several solutions. The 
government may decide to call in the mark 
and cea&e issuing it. Should it take this 
course, it may redeem the mark, in money. 
of a new denomination, at the prevailing 
market value, or at a fixed and somewhat 
higher value. Or it may decide to preserve 
the mark and give it a new value, which 
would be determined by a mental security, 
and. in all probability, also by arrange- 
ments to redeem certain amounts at stated 
intervals. It is even proposed to issue gold 
mark currency designed 
exclusively for 


foreign trade. Either plan would be prac- 
tical. and which may be preferred will de- 
pend on conditions from the 
standpoint.

WE SHOULD BE ON THE SAFE SIDE 


The prospect of an effective transporta- 


tion tie-up through a general strike is 
much, less menacing than it was a few days 
ago. The most serious blow thus far de- 
livered to the program is the\ decision of 
the Federated Shop Crafts, said to consti- 
tute a fourth of the railroad workers of 
the country, not to go out with the so- 
called "big four" brotherhoods and the 
switchmen's union', pending a decision by 
the United States.Railroad Labor board in 
the rules and .working conditions case. 
That the brotherhoods themselves will be 
able to take out anything like, 100 per 
cent of then- memberships is improbable. „ 


However, a partial tie-up and wide- 


spread strikes would be infinitely worse 
than no strike, and it is to be hoped the 
order will yet be called off as a result of 
some understanding between now and Sun- 
day. 
Although much emphasis is placed 


on the powers of the railroad labor board, 
it is doubtful if it possesses any legally 
enforceable authority and can call into ac- 
tivity federal machinery to compel obedi- 
ence to its decisions and orders. WJiile 
technically the controversy is between the 
labor board and the men, in reality it is 
between the railroads and the men. 


In the meantime cities and communities 


will do well to prepare for eventualities. 
There probably will not be a^really disa.4- 
trous strike, but on the other hand such 
an outcome is not impossible. We should 
not be misled too far by our characteris- 
tic inclination lo believe everything will 
come all right when danger threatens. We 
should act now. so far as practical, to pro- 
tect ourselves against the consequences of * 
impaired or paralyzed transportation. 
With winter near at hand even partial in- 
terruption of transportation would be seri- 
ous. Let us be careful to see that every- 
thing is done in Appleton that can pru- 
dently and sensibly be done to minimize 
the effects of a possible strike. Organized' 
action will of course accomplish the most.
